don reasserted himself as an active, 
as xvell as titular, leader of the Re- 
publican party last night in a blunt 
indictment of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration as seeking 
"still more 


poxver" and as a "failure" in the ex- 
ercise of "too much power'' already 
granted. 


The opening sentences of his ra- 


dio address set up his position with 
respect of party affairs: 


"I have called a meeting (the ra- 


dio audience) of the seventeen mil- 
lion men and xvomen xvho voted for 
the Republican ticket last fall. . . . 
because I held the honor of being 
the standard-bearer of the cause for 
which your votes xvere cast. I xvish 
to suggest 
ways and 
means by 


which xve, the minority party, can 
be of outstanding service to our 
country." 


The 1936 Republican presidential 


nominee addressed himself also to 
the "millions of others xvho are 
noxv opposed to the policies of the 
national administration." He said 
he had been silent a year because 
'good taste and good government 
demand" that an elected official be 
given opportunity to establish the 
policies xvhich he promised the vot- 
ers. 


Time for Action 


"But noxv the time has come to 


act," he said. 


Waving clenched fists for 
em- 


phasis as he delivered the speech 
from his office here, Landon used 
short, unequivocal

criticism pf administration policies.

monies dedicating thc nexv federal 
reserve building, made no direct 
reference to the recent 
tumbling 


stock market or down swings in 
business barometers. 


A portion of his address, however, 


appeared to gix'e a partial ansxver 
to those xvho have blamed adminis- 
tration policies for the slock mar- 
ket plunge. 


Reciting that the government has 


made many changes in its mone- 
tary and credit machinery in the 
last few years. Mr. Roosevelt said 
that "it must continue step by Mep 
to make the banking system what it 
should be." 


Reserve Systems Poxvers 


"We must not complacently sup- 


pose that xve hax-e achieved perfec- 
tion." he asserted, adding: 


"By the banking and security ex- 


change acts of 1933, 1934 and 1935, 
the federal reserve system xvas giv- 
en increased 
poxver to 
improve 


banking conditions and to aid the 
government in combatting practices 
xvhich xvere evil in their results. 


"Those powers have been concen- 


trated to a greater degree than be- 
fore in a single public body, so that 
they can be used promptly and ef- 
fectix-ely in accordance 
xvith 
the 


changing needs of the country." 


The president served notice the 


administration plans no reversal of 
its banking policies, asserting: "1937 
is not 1913; nor do xve xvant to turn 
the hands of the clock back." 


Earlier, the executive referred to 


creation of the reserve system in 
President Wilson's administration. 
He spoke, too. of "the courageous 
leadership in the congress for xvhich 
the senior senator from 
Virginia, 


Carter Glass, xvill always deserve 
the nation's gratitude." 


Would Help All 


Glass xvas instrumental in crea- 


tion of the reserve system. 


Re-outlining his often-expressed 


goal of gaining "for all of our peo- 
ple the greatest attainable measure 
of economic xvell-being" and the 
"largest degree of economic securi- 
ty and stability," the chief exccu- 
tix-e continued: 


"To adx-ance the country toxvards 


this goal is the real mission of the- 
federal reserx'e system. 


"It cannot be attained by that sys- 


tem alone, but neither can it "be 
reached xvithout the proper func- 
tioning of our monetary and credit 
machinery. 


"That machinery must be steadily 


perfected and coordinated xvith all 
other instruments of government to 
promote the most productive utili- 
zation of our human and material 
resources.

In this territory most loans are

While the PCA tries 
to retire loans in three years' time, 
this is not a requirement. Loans 
are made at 5 per csnt. renewable 
annually and a farmer must take a 
$5 share of stock for each $100 he 
borrows, but this share of slock 
can be sold back to the association 
when the loan is repaid if the far- 
mer so desires.

cphone wires have been buzzing 
behind the scenes these 
last 48 


hours, the 'New York \-iewpoint, 
generally speaking, is that Mr. 
Roosevelt brought on the panic by 
forcing up prices of goods and tax- 
es faster than the consumer could 
absorb them, that labor troubles 
are of his making and that the ad- 
ministration has finally baited busi- 
ness so much as to destroy its in- 
centive and its morale. 


The suggestion as to what Mr. 


Koosevelt should do about it would 
be somewhat amusing if the whole 
situation didn't have a tragic as- 
pect. The New York idea is that 
Mr. Roosevelt should acknowledge 
the error of his ways, issue a state- 
ment of reassurance virtually con- 
ceding that he has been wrong, and 
promising Wall street that he in- 
tends to be good from now on. 


The chances of Mr. Roosevelt ad- 


mitting that anything he ever did 
was wrong or that his economics 
could possibly have been mistaken 
are about as remote as his asking 
Herbert Hoover for advice on how 
to make prosperity seem to be 
"just around the corner." There ex- 
ists in Washington, among the New 
Dealers, to be sure, a somewhat 
chastened feeling. There is worry 
aplenty. The government econo- 
mists are issuing opinions privately 
every hour for the benefit of nerv- 
ous officialdom and there is a good 
deal of sensible conversation going 
on back and forth among the Joe 
Kennedy type of the administra- 
tion's friends in New York in the 
hope of persuading Mr. Roosevelt 
to create aj-eassuring 
atmosphere 


by public statements, propaganda, 
etc. 


"Gamblers" Responsible 


But it must be realized that the 


New Deal doesn't think it is wrong 
and fundamentally the opinion is 
expressed here to the reporters by 
some officials about the stock mar- 
ket decline that the market was too 
high anyway, that "gamblers" are 
.largely responsible for the break 
and that things will right them- 
selves in due time. 


Curiously enough, one has to go 


back to the Hoover administra- 
tion to find the parallel. Mr. Hoover 
thought the '•bears" had concen- 
trated against him to bring about a 
stock market decline and it was 
through his initiative that the fam- 
ous stock market investigation was 
begun by the senate which ultimate- 
ly brought out most of the scandal 
that furnished the background or 
impetus for the passage later on of 
the securities and exchange act 


Professional bears or bulls are 


not. responsible for the stock mar- 
ket decline and the administration 
knows better, though outwardly it 
likes to blame the Wall streeters. 
The truth is the market is a reflec- 
tion of a steady decline over several 
months in the business morale of the 
country due to New Deal experi- 
ments and mistakes. The decline 
started when, last March, it was 
discovered that the estimates of tax 
receipts were wrong and that the 
undistributed surplus tax was caus- 
ing such a bad situation inside busi- 
ness. 


This correspondent has the doubt- 


ful satisfaction of having written 
on the day after the undistributed 
surplus tax was promulgated that, 
•when the next panic came, the 
principal cause would be found to 
be the lax on thrift and the tax 
on sound business judgment which 
the administration had introduced 
;n the KUIJC of revenue yicds and 
social reform. 
[ 


Today the undistributed surplus 
tax stands convicted of failing to 
produce the needed revenue and of 
hav:nc raised cam with the -whole 
structure of business. If Mr. Roo- 
scvdt. by this tune, however, docs 
not know what cock-eyed econ- 
omics he has been subjected to by 
soir.c of his so-called advisers, it is 
aot Jik«Jy that the stock market 
decline -.«11 educate him on the 
point. 


The fact is. however. Mr. Hoosc- 
veh ha* been getting ready to make 
a ic-.r concessions Jo the conserva- 
tive or sound point of view. Hcj 
has bcca letting it be tacwn that' 


he will agree to the revliion of 
the capital gains tax and also the 
undistributed surplus tax. If they 
con be worked out on a "face-sav- 
ing" basis. 


Will Cut Experts* 


Likewise, the president is going 


to drive hard to cut expenses or at 
least to improve the budget show- 
ing between now and the end of 
the fiscal year. Also it is said on 
good authority that he is getting 
ready to put a bit of pressure on 
the labor leaders to cut out iome 
of the unnecessary interruptions in 
production due to labor strife. 


Taken all in all, there is a bit of 


a scared feeling here, but it is not 
what Wall street imagines it to be. 
It is true the president has been 
hammering away at business so 
long that he has brought about dis- 
couragement. Even if one agreed 
with the social objectives of the 
president and even if one assumed 
that his economics might some day 
work 
when 
human 
nature is 


changed, it must be admitted that 
Mr. Roosevelt is making the error 
of killing the goose that lays the 
golden eggs. For there can be no 
big increase in tax receipts unless 
business prospers and has incentive 
to expand its activities and create 
jobs. And incentive and enthusi- 
asm are not incurred by hitting 
your prospective enthusiast with a 
brick every time there is a "fire- 
side chat" or a message to congress. 


So long as the capitalist system 


exists and there is no wholesale 
confiscation of property or intro- 
duction of communism, the govern- 
ment must depend 
on individual 


initiative. The New Deal has done 
relatively little to make business 
men more social minded because it 
hasn't proved how they can be so- 
cial minded and earn a fair return, 
too. The imposition of taxes and 
the arbitrary rise in labor costs, to- 
gether with the announcement last 
week that wage and hour legisla- 
tion is to be superimposed on top of 
all the other grief and woes of the 
economic system, did not indicate 
that Mr. Roosevelt was much con- 
cerned about the morale of the 
business world or that he is as yet 
disillusioned in his theory that busi- 
ness men will work just as hard 
with a punch in the jaw as they 
will with a pat on the back. 


So while New York stews in the 


agony of a market decline which is 
having some psychological reper- 
cussions already in a business way, 
the question is whether Washing- 
ton is at all aware that there must 
be a change. My judgment is that 
Mr. Roosevelt will move sufficient- 
ly to the right in the next few 
weeks to help values to be restored, 
but, when he thinks the patient is 
sufficiently convalescent, he will 
undertake the next surgical opera- 
tion of his social reform program. 


Meanwhile, 
tb^p stock 
market 


panic itself may have some benefi- 
cial effects. It may stay the hand of 
labor for a while. It may cause those 
who have been advancing prices 
unduly to pause and consider the 
possible drop in volume. It may al- 
so perhaps wake up the administra- 
tion to the importance of renewing 
its efforts to increase the volume of 
transactions growing out of world 
trade. On the whole, the trend in 
business should be upward till the 
end of the year, and when congress 
gels back there may be less mili- 
tancy toward the business world, 
and less of a disposition to quarrel 
with the sensible demands that are 
coming from all quarters in the 
business world for a well-rounded 
and well balanced tax revision pro- 
gram.

For the time being Rhode Island has 


taken the place of Louisiana, and its gov- 
ernor, Quinn by name, has thrown the 
mantle of Huey Long around his shoul- 
ders, forgetful that Huey finally got the 
bullet he so long courted. 


But Rhode Island is not an exception 


and neither is Louisiana. They are both 
symbolical of the road we travel.

Vittorio Mussolini is returning to Italy 


because his trip to America has not been 
a success. 


Although upon the surface the young 


man was condemned for saying of his 
Ethiopian bombing experience, "To me 
war is a sport, the most glorious sport 
in existence," a declaration he afterwards 
denied, the American attitude is not based 
upon a single sentence or a casual state- 
ment but, we think, runs much deeper, 
and in so running reflects credit upon the 
country. 


With Vittorio Mussolini America has 


no quarrel. He is a young and healthy 
man of a.iimal spirits brought up under 
a regime that may fairly be held account- 
able for such opinions as he holds. Our 
own Washington, when a young man of 
22, wrote his mother after his first ex- 
perience in battle, "I heard the bullets 
whistle and, believe me, there is some- 
thing charming in the sound." 


The stiff and coldly formal treatment 


accorded young Mussolini by warm Cali- 
fornians, men and women of wealth and 
position, was merely the natural American 
reaction to a swaggering, swashbuckling 
tyranny that could not be forgotten or 
overlooked for long even with the de- 
mands of civility and courtesy first on 
the list. 
This attitude is the natural 


American attitude toward Fascism. 
It 


probably has resulted as much from tra- 
dition as from reason and intelligence. 


When the American attempts to pic- 


ture himself as denying to others the sim- 
plest rights which we all hold most dear 
he finds difficulty in warming up or long 
continuing companionable association with 
those so closely related to the purpose of

What you put on your skin ha: 


a good deal less to do with your 
complexion than what you put in 
it. What you put in it depends no 
only upon what you eat and drink 
or receive as medicine but also up 
on what you breathe, what sort o 
clothing you wear, how well venti 
lated your abode is, how much ex> 
ercise you get daily, how much sun 
shine or skyshine you give your 
hide the year around. 


The coarsest, roughest skins, the 


poorest complexions, are generallj 
those that get the least sunshine or 
skyshine. The skin of the patient 
under the modern sunbath treat- 
ment, say for tuberculosis of joint, 
bone, lymph node, as it gradually 
acquires tan at the same time be- 
comes beautifully soft and fine in 
texture and free from the blemishes 
that commonly appear on the skin 
that is seldom exposed to sunshine. 
Quaint obsessions against imagi- 
nary harm done by exposure to 
sunlight keep too many misguided 
folk from enjoying the advantage 
of the cheapest and best of all cos- 
metics. 


Some young persons have an old 


skin, thanks to bad hygiene. Some 
older persons have a young skin. 
A young skin has sufficient oil. se- 
creted by the sebaceous glands, 
to keep it spit, warm and plaint 
Any old skin lacks this natural 
skin oil and is dry, harsh, rough, 
irritable. A young skin may 
be 


vigorously washed with soap and 
water daily. An old skin should 
be cleansed rather with a bland 
oil such as olive oil. sweet almond 
oil or sesame oil or

In fact, he has 
been at least as sparing in his aid 
to the Republican cause as to Dem- 
ocrats.'

New Deal Issue Out 


Democrats could make no use of 


La Guardia, despite his friendliness 
to the New Deal, in putting their 
own city organization on its feet. So 
they had to set out to beat him. 
Tammany Democrats wanted to 
beat him with their own candidate, 
Senator Copeland. but the senator- 
ial physician lost in both primaries 
when running for the Republican 
nomination as well as in his own 
party. 


Mahoney. a calmly disposed ex- 


ample of good health and active liv- 
ing, was Farley's favorite as the 
man to put La Guardia under. He 
won in the primary, and Tammany 
tardily came around to help. 


It was part of Republican strat- 


egy to avoid a fight on the issue 
of the New Deal. President Roose- 
velt carried New York City last fall 
with a margin of 1.300,000 to spare. 
So Republicans settled on La Guar- 
dia. a New Deal supporter, as their 
candidate. For all practical purpos- 
es, that took the New Deal issue 
out of the race. It gave both can- 
didates a New Deal label. 


The result was that Mahoney had 


to direct his fire at La Guardia's ad- 
ministration of the city. That has 
been tough going. Much praise has 
been heaped on La Guardia as a re- 
form mayor.

A larger than averagft production 


of apples and grapes is reported lor 
Wisconsin this year. R. C. Swanson. 
Outagamie 
county 
agricultural 


agent, has been informed by the 
crop reporting service of the Wis- 
consin and United States depart- 
ments of agriculture. Recent estim- 
ates indicate that supplies of fruit 
this year for the nation are gen- 
erally above average. 


Apple growers in Outgamie coun- 


ty are few, Swanson said, and most 
farmers keep orchards for their 
own use. 


In Wisconsin, growers report that 


the apple harvest will be about 1,- 
950.000 bushels. A year ago estim- 
ates of the crop reporting service 
showed that the state's production 
of apples -was only about 1,056,000 
bushels. The average of the pro- 
duction during the five years 1928- 
32 is reported at 1,775,000 bushels of 
apples. Dry weather reduced the size 
of 
Wisconsin apples this year, 


otherwise the crop could have been 
larger. 


With the condition of the grape 


crop at 81 per cent of normal in 
Wisconsin at the beginning of the 
month, it is expected that the 
state's grape harvest will be about 
460 tons. Last year about 320 tons 
of grapes were estimated-to have 
been harvested in the state, and the 
service reports that the five-year 
average is 374 tons. 


The nation's apple crop, accord- 


ing to estimates of the United 
States crop reporting 
board, is 


much larger than the average pro- 
duction. This year it is expected 
that over 206 million bushels of 
apples will be harvested. The board 
estimates the grape crop for the 
nation to be well over two and a 
half million tons. This production 
is well over the average reported 
for 1928-32 and much above the pro- 
duction of last year.

Quarter Cent Per Mile In- 


crease for Tickets With 


Ten-Day 
Limit 


Rail rates on first class round trip 


tickets with a 10-day limit have 
made a quarter cent per mile jump, 
Milwaukee road. North Western, 
and Soo line ticket offices have 
reported. 


Fares previously computed on 


the basis of "one and one-third times 
the one-way first class rate are 
now estimated at one and one-half 
times the rate. Cost of rail travel 
per mile, first class round trip, has 
moved up from two cents to two 
and one-quarter cents. 


For round trip tickets with a six 


months' limit, the rate has risen to 
one and two-thirds the one-way 
fare. 


The increase affects only round 


trip first class tickets and is ex- 
pected to bring increased revenues 
of $2.000.000 to member roads of 
the Western Association of Rail- 
roads.

The first prize in each case is only $150 and the to- 


tal of the prize money for each paper is only $250 a 
week. 


This is precisely the way that the great English 


football pool racket got its start. The thing began as 
a circulation dodge shortly after the war. 


As here, there was no entry fee at first, but the 


customers hopped to the idea with such enthusiasm 
that the papers found themselves under an expense 
for mathematicians and clerks, which cut into the 
profit on the new circulation. So "wotto-wotto," said 
the publishers, "this will never do." and imposed a 
small entry fee. And they purported, at least, to 
sweeten the pn/.e pot with that portion of the fee 
money which remained after the legitimate expense 
of the contest was met. 


Possibly some breakage and sweepings adhered to their books, but 
what do we care? 


In 1928, however, by one of those freak book decisions which the courts 


hand down from time to time, the harmless newspaper guessing contests 
were declared to be illegal on the 
ground that they were not a gamble 
but a competition not based on 
skill. Gambling, which is held to be 
devoid of skill, was legal, however, 
and, at this point, the court created 
the most beautiful legal racket in 
modern times, if you will be good 
enough to overlook the stock and 
bond market of our own dear dead 
era of wonderful nonsense which 
was slightly felonious around the 
edges, anyway.

The fundamental fact of the mat-

We are ob- 
viously moving in a region, there- 
fore, where nobody knows clearly 
what he is talking about, in a re- 
gion not yet brought securely with- 
in the frontiers of human knowl- 
edge. 


But the matter 
is complicated 


further by the fact that the eco- 
nomic process, which no one under- 
stands very well, is today in every 
part of the world subject to the 
management of politicians, mystics, 
demagogues, prophets and. soldiers, 
who do not understand it at all. In 
the nineteenth century, although no 
one knew much about the business 
cycle, recovery used to come after 
a while because nobody interfered 


Washington, but almost every where 
in the world. In the totalitarian 
states everything Is. of course, at 
the service of the military; there is 
virtually no 
capitalism 
left. 
In 


France and in the United States, to 
a much lesser degree in Britain, 
the capitalist system is paralyzed 
at its core by the 
fact that the 


party in power is hostile to that 
system. We are trying to operate 
a capitalist system under a govern- 
ment which dislikes the system, 
and would, if it had the courage 
and the power, replace it by the 
collective system. 


This inner conflict between the 


nature of free capitalism and the 
real purposes 
of the government 


has created a deadlock. Business 
cannot proceed because it is terror- 
ized by the New Dealers; the New 
Dealers cannot proceed because, be- 
ing only half-hearted collectivists, 
they do not dare to follow out the 
logic of their own ideas. What the 
New Dealers would like is to have 
very prosperous business which 
they could milk in order to provide 
the subsidies upon which their po- 
litical power 
is 
founded. 
They 


would like, so to speak, to have 
capitalism finance its own gradual 
extinction. 
Must Give Business 
Opportunity to Prosper 


That they cannot have. If they 


I want a prosperous capitalism, they 


will have to give business the se- 
curity under which it can prosper; 
if they want collectivism, they must 
be prepared to face the grim fact 
that, once they have

choice, capitalism will not go on 
imperturbably producing

for them, but will become para- 
lyzed and will stagnate.

Drawing the left foot back, as one

In Europe, cheese has for many-

America thus far has 
not been a cheese-consuming na- 
tion, our per capita consumption of 
cheese being only 6 pounds, while 
our per capita consumption of meat 
is 180 pounds. The cheese industry 
is now the largest industry in Wis« 
consin, 80,000 men being employed. 


There are now 2,000 cheese fac-

Weidlein. director 
of the 


Mellon Institute 
in 
Pittsburgh, 


outlined the general trends of in- 
dustrial research and predicted the 
probable lines of their future de- 
velopment. 


Touching 
on 
an 
innumerable 


number of subjects, the institute di- 
rector told of new 
markets being 


continually opened through indus 
trial research 
and of new large 


industries resulting. 


Misunderstood 


"Industry is sometimes misunder- 


stood for what it has done for the 
world," he said. 
"Research 
has 


found new uses for materials, bu 
the 
contributions 
to civilization 


have 
been 
made 
by 
industry 


which develops the finds and puts 
them on the market 
in uniform 


quality and at a reasonable price.' 


That industry is coming to real- 


ize the value of fundamental re- 
search more and more is shown in 
the fact that in 1900 there was onl>

000. he said.

Every time it finds a way to pro- 
duce a product at a lower cost, the 
government slaps on a new tax. he 
said in speaking of gasoline pro- 
duction.

Part of Demand 


Demand plays a large part in 


bringing about new products such 
as shirt collars that have the ap- 
pearance of stiff ones, yet retaining 
all the qualities of soft ones, he 
explained. 


A cigaret advertisement 
which 


read, "reach for a cigaret instead 
of a sweet," brought about research 
in the sugar industry which result- 
ed in such findings as that of sugar 
not being harmful to teeth, but a 
builder of energy, he said. Research 
along this line found new uses for 
sugar and new industries have re- 
sulted. 


Industries, he continued, arc in- 


debted to universities for the re- 
search work they carry on. Most 
big companies are beginning to re- 
alize this and the cooperation is 
ever Improving, he said. 


"Years ago kerosene was the 


chief product of petroleum, and 
gasoline was dumped into the riv- 
ers at night to get rid of it." he 
said, "while now most youngsters 
don't know what kerosene is. Re- 
search probably will find a new 
fuel for cars and 
other 
engines 


when better uses are found for 
gasoline." 


Safety Glass 


It was known for a long time 


that safety 
glass had 
no safety 


when temperatures 
dropped to a 


certain point, he revealed, but re- 
search now has discovered a meth- 
od that makes it safe at any tem- 
perature. 


For a long time makers of enamel 


were criticized because it chipped 
from the metal it was on, and re- 
search showed that it was not the 
enamel but the steel backing that 
was at fault, he said. 


Research also found ways of col-
